Tho earnest dosiro on tho 
port o£ tho people of tho stuto of Illinois that 
tho general should bo burled nmong thorn 
was urged upon her, and Mrs, Logan yielded 
so far iu to say that sho was dusirous oC do- 
ing only tbfifc which would moot with tlio ap- 
proval of tho gonorars friends. Accord- 
ingly Senator Cullum sent a dispatch to the 
park commissioners of Chicago, asking if 
they would bo willing to sot- apart proper 
space in some one of tho porks iu tho south- 
era part of tho city for a resting place for tho 
remains.

fying to the warm and unbroken, friendship 
that existed between Gen, Grant and Gen.

Ho then referred 
to the objections that were mado to hig finan- 
cial record, and said, in substance, that in 
the panic of 3873 ha had only-voted as did 
some others iu tho senate whoso soundness 
hod never been called in question, and that 
since then ho had novor givpn a vote that 
could bo questioned by tno most orthodox* 
Ho spoke warmly, us tho friend and com- 
rade. 


"Logan was the best volunteer general in 


Uio wm1," said ho, "and at tho end of the 
war ho was tit to command tho entire army. 
I suppose ho was mad at me moro times than 
anj' general I had under mo, but then ho was 
with mo more than any other. Ho was of ton 
discontented and grumbling1 in camp, but ho 
instantly became pleasant when tho onomy 
w»s in sight, llo was always happy whon 
hu could have something to ao." 


By "something,'1 Grant moant fighting. 


This was the opinion entertained of Logan 
by Grant. Tho Union veterans oE tho civil 
war, who so loved both those illustrious load- 
ers, need not mingle with tho grief at their 
loss the mournful thought that they were 
not friends. 
The letter of Grant, which was 


so recently thrust forward to speak for the 
doml hero against tho then living one, was 
canceled, as all mon know, by the subsequent 
support each gave tho other for the highest 
honor tho republic can bos:ow.

•Mrs. ftodge.-s, in speaking of the order, 


said she received it Monday and at once hat 
complied with it. Sho said there had been 
very little done in hor district in tho way o: 
subscribing to tho Aparchist defense fund 
and sho thou'^I'.t the order was intended to 
alEect subscriptions to tho Uuited Labo 
party more than anything else. 
Sho had ex 


porienced no opposition from any of tho as 
semblies shu had visited except in a few cases 
where tho members were sympathizers with 
tho Socialistic movement. But on a vote 
these assemblies had decided to obey Mr 
Powderly's order. The order hafi also been 
sent to the muster workmen of all Uio other 
district assemblies and is generally received 
with favor.
